Blaze Causes 
$65,000 Loss 


Fire, believed to have been 
caused by a short circuit in a 
switch in the tipple, destroyed 
the surface structures, and 
several hundred tons of coal 
at the Black Diamond 
across the Saskatchewan 
from Beverly, in a spectacu- 
lar blaze at 7 p.m. Wednes- 
day. The loss is estimated 
at $65,000. 

Thigty miners who were work- 
ing below the surface at the time 
the fire broke out were able to 
leave the mine without injury. 


The fire broke out at 7 p.m, and 
spread rapidly to the several | 
structures at the mine head. In a} 
matter of minutes the whole upper 
surface was a mass of flames. 

At least two railway cars partially 
loaded with coal, all the surface 
bins, conveyors, and several hun- 
dred tons of coal as well as the} 
main tipple and the minor tipples, 
were destroyed. 

The flames raged for more than 
three hours, and for a large por- 
tion of that time, they were clearly 
seen by city residents. Standing sil- 
houetted in front of the flames, and | 
clearly seen in down town Edmon- 
ton, were several buildings. The 
flames were colored a_ bright 
orange and bluish tinge when they 
were at their peak

Davidson, night watchman, R. Me. ;

fire-boss J. Chalmers, who took 
charge of the evacuation of the 30 
men working underground. They 
were removed in orderly fashion 
and without mishap. 


ENGINE CALLED 


A pump engine from No. 2 hall 
was called to serve as a protection 
against the flames spreading to 
nearby houses and other buildings 
The pump engine used water out of 
the mine. 

No attempt was made to save the 
mine structure as the flames, fed 
by heaps of coal, enveloped the 
whole upper surface in a matter of 
minutes 

Alex and James Dunn, owners of 
the mine, estimaced the damage at 


$65.000, They stated that the mine 
will be closed tor at least two to 
three weeks, after which it will 


Operate only on a small scale tor a 
considerable time longer 

The Black Diamond mine is a 
“horizontal mine” with 485 feet of 
“rooms” sloping to a depth of 150 
feet. 

The miners were working 150 
feet below the surface at the time 


and were protected from the effects | 


of smoke and flames by a ventelat- 
ing system that kept the flames and 
smoke above the surface 

The miners, 29 in all, worked on 
the “afternoon” shift that took them 
down the mine at 4 p.m. Besides 
Mr. Chalmers, the fire-boss, the fol- 


lowing 29 miners were under the 
surface at the time

The President said it was of little 
account to talk of essential human 
needs and security if we run the 
risk of another world war in 10 
or 20 or 50 years. He said he shud 
dered to think what would happen 


to humanity if the conflict ended in 


“an inconclusive peace.” 

“Undoubtedly a few Americans, 
even now,” he said, “think that 
this nation can end this war com 
fortably and then climb back into 
an American hole and pull the 
hole in after them. 

“But we have learned that we 
can never dig a hole so deep that 
it would be safe against predatory 
animals. We have also learned that 
if we do not pull the fangs of the 
predatory animals of this world. 
they will multiply and grow in 
strength—and they will be at our 
throats once more in a short gen 
eration.” 


MUST BE DISARMED 

Germany, Italy and Japan, 
said, must be disarmed and kept 
disarmed, and must abandon a 
philosophy which has brought suf- 
fering to the world. If they remain 
armed, he said, or are permitted to 
rearm, inevitably they will embark 
again on a career of world conques' 

The United Nations can and 
must remain united for the main- 
tenance of peace, the president 
asserted, by preventing any at- 
tempt of the Axis triumvirate to 
rearm. 

“The issue of this war,” Mr. 
Roosevelt said, “is the basic issue 
between those who believe in man- 
kind and those who do not—the 
issue between those who 
put their faith in dictators and tyr- 
ants. There have always been those 
who did not believe in the people, 
who attempted to block their fore 
ward movement across history, to 
force them back to servility and 
suffering and silence. 


MOVE FORWARD IN FORCE 

“The people have now gathered 
their strength, They are moving 
forward in their might and power— 
and no force, no combination of 
forces, no trickery, deceit or vio- 
lence, can stop them now, They see 
before them the hope of the world 

a decent, secure, peaceful life for 
all men everywhere.”

Alberta and British Columbia have 
agreed to the reciprocal payment of the 
five-dollar monthly bonus to old age pen- 
sioners from one province who are now 
resident in the other. 

This arrangement is a good one so far 
as it goes. It wipes out the provincial line 
so far as the performance of an essential 
social service is concerned. 

But the fact that the provincial line 
between Alberta and British Columbia re- 
quires to be wiped out, in this respect, 
shows how greatly is needed adequate fed- 
eral legislation to cover the whole field of 
social security, throughout the country, in 
a comprehensive manner. 

The agreement between the two west- 
ern provinces helps the situation a very 
great deal. But the very fact that such an 
agreement is necessary shows that the 
ramifications of social security extend far 
beyond any one provincial boundary and, 
to be effective, should have federal treat- 
ment.

A Pool of Manpower 


The French forces in southern and cen- 
tral Tunisia have been giving a good ac- 
count of themselves, while incessant down- 
pours bogged the Allied and Axis armies in 
the north. They have gone at the job of 
ousting the German and Italian invaders 
of the protectorate as though they found 
it a pleasure as well as a duty. 

How many of these purposeful and ef- 
ficient fighters are Frenchmen has not 
been given out. The bulk of course are na- 
tives, drawn from the tribes which sent 
legions of soldiers to help defend the soil 
of France in the former world war. Their 
loyalty has apparently suffered no soften- 
ing in the meantime—nor their hatred of 
the idea that the mild rule of France 
should be changed for mastery by a mil- 
itary dictatorship. 

The territories of French northern 
and western Africa have a combined popu- 
lation of 31,000,000. It is made up very 
largely of men who come of fighting stock. 
Their courage and endurance have been 
shown to be on a par with those of white 
men. Their willingness to fight is tradi- 
tional. 

The forces immediately available in 
French Africa are 300,000 strong, active 
units and first line reserves. Behind them 
lies a great reservoir of manpower from 
which it is entirely practicable to recruit, 
train and equip an army of a million men— 
far larger if required. 

The Fighting French should settle their 
differences without delay and put all the 
influence and resources they can muster 
into the task of replacing the army that 
was lost through the armistice with the 
African army that only awaits building 
out of the ample human material available.

Store Rationing 


The Edmonton Trades aud Labor 
Council performs a public service in draw- 
ing attention to the current merchandis- 
ing practice of requiring customers to pur- 
chase a stated amount of groceries with 
each can of jam, honey or marmalade, and 
sometimes other tinned goods. 

It is not difficult to appreciate the posi- 
tion of the merchants. They have a limit- 
ed amount of these commodities and are 
intent upon seeing that all their customers 
get a fair share and that no one is allow- 
ed to hoard. 

This is a commendable attitude, and 
their primary purpose in taking the only 
course open io them to prevent the prac- 
tice of hoarding is a fair and honest one. 

But whether this practice is iniquitous 
or beneficial in intent, there is no doubt 
that it is only the lesser of two immediate 
evils. nd there is no doubt, either, that 
the merchants are well aware of that fact. 
They are quite conscious that, in forcing 
customers to buy quantities of other goods 
with each purchase of jam to prevent the 
hoarding of jam, they are running the risk 

‘of encouraging the hoarding of the other 
incidental foodstuffs. 

But what else can they do? Without 
this store restriction, the entire supply of 
rare commodities would soon disappear 
into the pantries ef greedy purchasers who 
have the ready money to buy heavily. 

Ottawa should not impose this ration- 
ing necessity upon individual merchants. 
Surely enough price control machinery 
exists so that these temporary shortages 
can be dealt with in a national way with- 
out forcing every merchant to become an 
unofficial controller of foodstuffs. 

If official rationing is necessary in 
these particulars, let us have official 
tioning. The Canadian people are not 
afraid of regulations imposed for their own 
good nor do they resent such regulations

The Orders Are Orders 


The Supreme Court of Canada has dé 
cided that orders issued by the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board, and regulations 
made by commodity controllers, are law 
They must therefore be obeyed as unre- 
servedly as an Act of Parliament, and it 
is the duty of all courts to impose the pen- 
alties prescribed for violating any of these 
orders and regulations. 

The decision goes farther. The powers 
which Parliament delegated to the Gov- 
ernment by enacting the War Measures 
Act may be re-delegated to subsidiary 
boards or controllers—presumably all the 


~ 


ae . ’ 
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powers thus transferred by the legislative 
to the executive branch. 

This of course presents a governing 
set-up which Canadians would not tolerate 
in peacetime. But it was not framed for 
peacetime. Nor for the purposes of a war 
in which Canada was only sympathetically 
concerned or moderately involved. It 
was built to enable the nation to fight with 
all its strength in defence of its very ex- 
istence. 

Parliament is delegating these powers 
had no uncertainty about the seriousness 
of the struggle or the issues which hang 
on the outcome. Else such sweeping pow- 
ers would not. and should not, have been 
handed over to the cabinet committee 
with authority to again transfer them to 
appointed officials. Only extreme national 
danger could inspire or justify so wide a 
departure from the ordinary processes of 
democratic procedure. 

This decision does something more 
than bind every person in Canada to obey 
Board orders and Controller regulations in 
future. It also sweeps away any supposed 
excuse or hoped for excuse of those who 
have violated these orders and regula- 
tions in the past. In declaring these to be 
good law the Court thereby declares that 
they always were good law. 

Persons who have been hoarding sup- 
plies or breaking any other of the official 
rules in hope that these would be declared 
illegal are therefore left without defence. 
Any who find themselves hailed into court 
and penalized for such practices will have 
only themselves to blame. They gambled 
that Supreme Court would veto the orders, 
and lost out.

The trouble with women with 
children following a career, be it 
that of a cinema star or a riveter, 
that 
motherhood is a full time, 24-hour 
job. A man can be both a father 
and a lawyer, with profit to all con- 
cerned. A father can be a soldier 
and protect his hearthstone while 


is complicated by the fact 


defending his country. But wife 
can't be a famous jurist and a 
homebody simultaneously, nor can 
she go out to do battle with the foe 
with a baby on one shoulder and a 
tommy gun on the other, withom 
upsetting all family life. 

This is an Inescapable truth 
that is being brought more forci- 
bly home to us every day as 
more and more women are going 
into war work, and that becomes 
an appalling danger as the pros- 
pect grows almost into a certain- 
ty that thousands upon thousands 
of still more women will be 
drafted by the government into 
factories to take the place of 
men who are needed in the army.
